I am requesting funding for the Calhoun County Safe Schools Initiative in Calhoun County, M.

The project sponsor for this project is the Calhoun County Sheriff’s Department, located at 161 E.
Michigan Ave, Battle Creek M1 49014.

The funding would be used to support the development of surveillance systems that are integrated with
the Calhoun County Consolidated Dispatch center for 10) schools systems. This project addresses
physical security technology that can provide stricter access control to make sure only authorized
individuals are on premises. Video surveillance is a valuable tool to create a safe and secure learning
environment for staff and students, as well as the protection of valuable assets. Security cameras with
adjustable fields of view can cover wide areas such as playgrounds, parking lots and sports fields, and
specialized areas such as long hallways.

The project is an appropriate use of taxpayer dollars and is anticipated to have the following benefits:
Calhoun County is located in the lower, southeast of Michigan and has a population of 135,159 people.
The county has an exponentially higher violent crime rate than that of surrounding counties with a rate of
644 violent crimes per 100,000 population. The Calhoun County Sheriff’s Department is committed to
providing school safety as well as law enforcement preparedness for the schools in Calhoun County.
CCSD currently trains law enforcement officers to respond to an active shooter or other critical incident at
schools. Schools in Calhoun County vary in size, demographics, facilities and income/revenue. CCSD is
strategically analyzing the equitable distribution of resources and providing additional support for school
systems that lack the resources for security infrastructure. The larger school systems in Calhoun County
have video surveillance and other security measures in place that are integrated with the Calhoun County
Consolidated Dispatch Center. It is the smaller schools or more rural schools that do not have the
resources to have such systems and can make them more vulnerable. This project would help support
these schools, making them safe and secure environments for students to learn and grow and
teachers/administrators to work.
